ExxcutivE Mansion, July 27, 1875. 

In conformity to provisions contained in the River and 
Harbor Act, approved March 3, 1875, granting to James B. 
Eads and his associates authority to use, for the construc- 
tion of jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi River, an: 
materials on the public lands of the United States that sha 
be suitable for and may be needed in said works, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of War shall prescribe, 1t is 
hereby ordered and directed— 

First. That the general suspension of all matters properly 
appertaining to the grant therein made is placed in the 
officer of Engineers, Major C. B. Comstock, detailed by the 
Secretary of War, under the provisions of the said act, to 
report to him “the depth of water and width of channel 
secured and smaintained from time to time in said channel, 
together with such other information as the Secretary of 
War may direct.” 

Second. Protection of the interests of the United States, 
so far as the taking of material is concerned. Said Eads 
and his associates shall, prior to taking material from all 
public lands, obtain authority to do so from the Secretary 
of War, their application specifying the kinds and amounts 
of material they wish to take from each subdivision of the 
public lands, and they shall at once cease from such taking 
on being notified that the authority is withdrawn. 

Third. Protection of the interests of the United States, 
so far as structures are concerned. Said Eads and his asso- 
ciates and his associates and contractors are authorized to 
erect at their own expense such shops, dwellings, store- 
houses, and wharves on the military reservation at the 
mouth of the Mississippi as may be necessary for the prose- 
cution of the work, and shall furnish a list and plan showing 
the location of the same to the Secretary of War; but these 
shall be erected in such a way and at such places as not 
unnecessarily to interfere with navigation or any other in- 
terest in which the United States is concerned, whereof the 
Secretary of War shall be the judge. At his direction any 
such structure shall be at once removed. 

Fourth. Protection of James B. Eads’ interests. No per- 
gon save Eads and his contractors shall erect any building, 
tent, or other habitation on the military reservation at the 
mouth of the Mississippi River, and the person so doing 
may be summarily ejected by the United States Marshal or 
his deputy. But as authority has already been given to 
James B. Eads, by the Secretary of War, to collect the 
material aforesaid until he should be furnished with the 
regulations as now herein given, said Eads is authorized to 
continue ang materials under that authority until the 
1st day of September, 1875, after which time these regula- 
tions will go into effect.

Indian Warfare.—The War De ent has received 
the report of Captain George L. Tyler, who was 
despatched to the Crow Agenc; by Captain Benham, 
commanding the post at Fort Elli ntana Territory, 
to gather information regarding a recent Indian fight. 
Captain Tyler says the Mountain and River Crows, 
Nez Perce, and Gros Ventre Indians, upon leaving the 

ncy this summer, proversen down, the north 
of the Yellowstone River to a point nine miles below 
the mouth of the Big Horn, pau or about the 14th 
ult., at this place, they fought with the Sioux across 
the Yellowstone. The fighting continued three days. 





On the third day the Sioux crossed. the river, and: the 
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Crows retreated. One Sioux was killed and three 
Crows wounded. It is reported that the number of 
Sioux was from 1,200 to 1,500 warriors. Tre Crows 
kad 800 lodges and the Nez Perces sixty lodges, with a 
small number of Gros Ventres. The latest report 
received states that the Crows, Nez Perces, and Gros 
Ventres were on the Muscleshell River, between Carless 
Creek and the Big Bend. It is thought that they will 
go to the Judith Basin to hunt, and later in the season 
return to the Yellowstone, in the aeighborhood of 
Prior's. Creek. Tie Crows do not “usually go to or 
below the Big Horn, nor have they been below for the 

ast five years. They were induced to go by Major 

ease, who was in command of an expedition on its 
way down the Yellowstone. Major Pease expected to 
join the Indians at the Big Horn, but being delayed in 
starting the Indians arrived first, and were attacked by 
the Sioux. A letter from one of Pease’s party, dated 
**Mouth of Stillwater, June 20,” contains the intelli- 
gence that a second boat hud been snagged and sunk 
and the entire load lost. It consisted of provisions, 
clothing, bedding, six guns, and 1,900 rounds of 
ammuuition. Of the three boat loads with which he 
started only one remiined. Many of the men were 
barefooted, had but little clothing and bedding, and 
the supply of provisions was getting low. They in- 
tended continuing down the river. Captain Benbam, 
in a letter inclosing the report of Captain Tyler, says 
he is of opinion that the reported numver of the Sioux 
warriors who engaged the Crows is exaggerated, but, 
making due allowance for exaggeration, there must 
have been a considerable force there to have driven 
the rows, Gros Ventres, and Nez Perces back from 
the river and away from Major Pease, in whom they 
had t confidence. His failure to meet and assist 
them in the fight with the Sioux will probably destroy 
his i: fluence over them, and m+y seriously embarrass 
him in what is said to be one of his schemes, namely, 
a ce between the Sioux and Crows. Everything 
indicated that hostilities might be looked for on the 
Upper Yellowstone this summer, but up to June 29 the 
Sioux had failed to discover any Indians or signs of 
them. Some of the stockmen on the Yellowstone 
were drawing in their animals and a few were abandon- 
ing their ranches. All talked as if they were fearful 
of a raid.

This at or near a place 
known as Sugar Loaf mountain, Texas, between Fort 
Davis, Texas, and Leoncita, Texas, on or about the 
25th day of November, 1874.” Charge II.—‘‘ Deser- 
tion.” Charge 1II.—‘‘ Conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline.” To which charges 
and specifications the accused pleaded: To the specifi- 
cation, first charge, “ Guiity, but in self defence.” To 
the first charge, ‘‘Not Guilty.” To the remaining 
charges and specifications, ‘‘ Guilty.” Finding: Of 
the charges and specifications, ‘‘ Guilty.” Sentence, 
‘To be dishonorably discharged the service of the 
United States, with loss of all pay and allowances now 
due orto become due; and to be confined at hard labor 
for the period of his natural life, in such prison as the 
reviewing authority may direct.” 

So much of the procerdings in the foregoing case of Private 
Charles H. Dorsey, Company M, Ninth Cavalry, as relates to the 


first charges and specification, are Seqworss as null and void 
ab initio, the actual offence, as set forth in the specification and 
established by the proof, being premediiated murder, and, there- 


fore, not cognizable by a General Court-martial under the 99th 
Article of War. This principle has been enunciated by the 
Judge-Advocate-General of the Army in similar cases, and bas 
been concurred in by the Secretary of War. The remainder of 
the proceedings and findings are approved. The sentence is 
mitigated to confinement at hard labor for three ony with for- 
feiture of all pay now due or to become due while in confine- 
ment, and will be so executed. The military prison at the 
Kansas State Penitentiary, at Leavenworth, Kas., is designated 
as the place of continement, where the prisoner will be sent, un- 
der suitable guard, and turned over to tue warden with a copy of 
this order.

First Artillery.—From Fort Monroe, Va., July 380, 
1875, a correspondent sends us this well deserved tri- 
bute to the memory of one of the victims to yellow 
fever, at Fort Barrancas: ‘‘I noticed in this morning’s 
Norfolk Landmark, a copy of a telegram to the Hon. 
Secretary of the Navy, from Captain Belknap, U.S 
Navy, commanding Navy-yard at Pensacola, Fla., the 
name of First Lieutenant George W. Deshler, First 
Artillery, stationed at Fort Barrancas, Fla., as among 
one of the recent victims to yellow fever now decima!- 
ing that post. As an officer of his regiment I think it 
is only an echo of the voice of all the others who knew 
him personally, as well as myself, that the First Artil- 
lery has lost one of its most brilliant members. The 
deceased graduated at West Point in June, 1868, and 
was assigned to the First Artillery. His military 
career has beeu conspicuous for its technical devotion 
to official requirements, while his individual conduct 
unofticially has been such as to command the highest 
respect, both of his seniors and his juniors. His every 
day life proved that he possessed all the cardinal vir- 
tues so lauded by the ancients, and so respected by 
moderns. He wasa thorough soldier and Christian. 
Other pens, more eloquent than mine, can better ex- 
press his worth. Requiescat in pace.”

** Considerable interest will doubtless be felt by the 
public in the question as to whether any of the origi- 
nal timbers laid in the vessel when she was con- 
structed in 1797 remain. There is a tradition among 
naval constructors that there are some of the original 
timbers now in the vessel, but there have been so many 
repairs to her, and she has been so frequently over- 
hauled that it is almost inipossible to ascertain defi- 
nitely whether such is the fact or not. Constitu- 
tion was built at a cost of over $300,000 at Hart’s 
shipyard in Boston, and was launched on the 21st of 
October, 1797, in the presence of a vast concourse of 
people. Special care was taken in her construction to 
use the best tive oak timber, and the bending of the 
planking was done without steam in order that it 
might be the harder and more durable. Her first com- 
mander was Captain James Nicholson, and she started 
upon her first cruise in July, 1798. In 1804 she was 
the flagship of Commodore Preble during the bom- 
bardment of Tripoli anc in the action of the 29th of 
August before Tripoli. She was run to within a short 
distance of the fortifications, and after a fierce contest 
silenced the guns. On the 19th of August, 1812, the 
celebrated combat between the Constitution, carrying 
44 guns, and commanded by Captain Isaac Hull, and 
the British frigate G@uerriere, carrying 88 guns, and 
commanded by Captain Dacres, took place off the 
American coast, in the present track of the vessels 
from New York to Liverpool. The next action in 
which the Constitution was engaged was an engage- 
ment with the British Signe Java, of 38 guns, com- 
manded by Captain Lam This action took place 
ou the 29th of Decembor, 1812, off the coast of Brazil, 
and lasted for three hours. A large number of the 
guns of the Java were disabled, her masts were shot 
away and her hull was badly damaged. The Constitu- 
tion, on the other hand, was scarcely damaged at all. 
Of the crew of the Java, numbering 400, 22 were killed 
and 102 wounded. Her commander was among those 
mortally wounded. The loss on the Constitution was 
only 9 -killed and 25 wounded. On the 20th of 
February, 1814, while on her way from Bermuda to 
Made the Constitution, commanded by Captain 
Charles Stewart, fell in with the British vessels Qyane, 
36 8, and Levant, 20 guns. After an engagement 
lasting not quite two hours the Cyane surrendered, and 
two hours later the Levant, which had endeavored to

LINE AND STAFF. 


Navy DEPARTMENT, 
WasHineton, August 2, 1875. t 
General Order No. 194. . 

“Commanding officers of vessels of war, and of naval stations, 
shall take precedence over all officers placed under their com- 
mand ; and the Secretary of the Navy may, in his discretion, 
detail a line officer to act as aid or executive of the commandin 
officer of a vesselpf war, or naval station, which officer shall, 
when not impracticable, be nextin rank to said commanding 
officer, and who, as such aid or executive, shall, while executing 
the orders of the commanding officer on board such ship, or at 
such station, take precedence over all officers attached to such 
vessel or station ; and all orders of such aid or executive shall 
be regarded as proceeding from the commanding officer, and 
such aid or executive shail have no independent authority in 
consequence of such detail. Staff officers, senior to the officer so 
detailed, shall have the right to communicate directly with the 
commanding officer. In processions on shore, on courts-martial, 
summary courts, courts of inquiry, boards of survey, and all 
other boards, line and staff officers shall take precedence accord- 
ing to rank.” 

The foregoing are provisions of the statute law of the country. 
In view of the fact that their meaning and force have been some- 
times misunderstood, they are republished for the information 
of the service, with the following declarations and regulations, 
promulgated as the views of the Navy Department upon the 
subject-matter, and its official construction of the law, as it 
exists, in relation thereto. 

RANK—COMMAND. 

By the force of naval law, and regulations made in con- 
formity therewith, the —ae principles are established 
and exist, as essentials of military service, without 
which there can neither be command, discipline nor re- 
sponsibility. : 

L. Officers entrusted with the command of vessels of war 
or naval stations, or with the command or direction ot any 

itary expedition or duty, whatever their rank, must, 

while properly in such command or direction, have fall 
command, authority and precedence over all officers and 
persons, of whatever rank, serving in such vessel, station 
or ex tion, or in the execution of such duty. is au- 
thority and precedence will descend to the ofticer or person 
on whom such command or direction may devolve, by rea- 
son of the ren disability or absence of the person other- 
wise in command or direction. 

IL. In case of the death, disability or absence of an offi- 
cer in military command or direction, this command and 
direction, with all its authority and precedence, devolves 
and rests _ the line officer next in rank who may be 
present.

IV. No officer of any grade of the Navy is authorized, 
virtue of his own mere rank and suthority, to give acd 





order or grant any privilege, permission or liberty to his 
senior in rank of any corps; nor is any senior officer re- 
——e to receive such order, privilege, permission or liberty 
m his junior, unless such junior is at the time in com- 
mand of the vessel of war or naval station to which the 
senior is attached, or in command or direction of the mili- 
expedition or —— which such senior is serving ; 
and no commanding officer is authorized to delegate to any 
unior the authority to grant any permission, privilege or 
iberty to his senior, but must himself receive and Teer, 
under proper regulations, any request therefor from such 
senior, satisfying himself as to its propriety; and decidin 
the matter in the exercise of his own authority. Any off 
c on shipboard, however, who is entrusted by general 
pi. vision or special order of proper authority, with any duty, 
the present performance of which may involve the move- 
ments of the ship itself, or the attitude of the ship’s com- 
pany as a whole represents the commandant for that purpose 
and is entrusted for the time with all the authority necessary 
for the proper performance of such dutys and all officers, 
of whatever rank, are required to assist in carrying out 
such duty, and to receive and execute his orders for that 
perpoee nor will he be interfered with therein, unless by 
e commandant, or the officer next in command, who is 
entitled togelieve him in the performance of such duty. 


AID OR EXECUTIVE OF THE COMMANDING OFFICER. 


The efficiency of every military organization requires of 
the commanding authority, besides the general duties of 
command and direction, the additional duties of organiza- 
tion, police and ~ aay all these appertain to, and go 
with the command. For the relief of the commanding 
officer ty | are usually entrusted, in their details, tq sub- 
ordinates, but they are performed by his authority and 
under his direction. On shipboard, the Secretary of the 
Nayy, by authority of law, designates the senior line officer 
to perform these duties, in addition to the ordinary duties 
assigned to him as such line officer attached to the ship. 
The officer so designated is called, for the time being, the 
“ aid or executive of the commanding officer.” This is not 
a new rank ; nor has the officer, by virtue of the title, or in 
consequence of the detail, any new *‘ independent authority.” 
It is merely a designation of the officer who, for the relief 
of the commandant, and by his authority alone, carries out, 
on board the ship, the details of organization, imspection 
and police; duties corresponding to those which, in the 
Army, are performed by the adjutants, inspectors and 
officers of the day. 

I. As the officer in charge of the police of the ship, and 
the execution of all provisions made for her general good 
condition, appearance and safety, his duties are cons‘ant, 
and call him everywhere, and give him, as representative 
of the commandant for that purpose, charge of, and 
authority over, the details necessary to the proper per- 
formance of al police duties. To this authority, all officers 
and persons are required to yield full and prompt acqui- 
escence. 

II. As the inspecting officer of the ship, required at 
stated periods to examine and report her general condition 
and efficiency, in all her departments, he is entitled to make 
personal examination of and report upon all these, and, for 
that purpose, every facility is to be afforded him by every 
officer of every department. The reports of the heads of 
departments are made to the commanding officer. 

Il. As the oflicer to whom the details of the organiza- 
tion of the ship’s company are entrusted, he is the proper 
peng to station the officers and crew, and to prepare, 
orm, parade and present them in proper attitude for re- 
view and inspection by the commandant or other proper 
officer ; and for this purpose, he has authority to take pre- 
liminary charge of all formations and parades, to see that 
the whole-is properly organized and paraded, aud to receive 
the reports of every part, and transmit them as a whole. 

IV. These duties of organization, — and police 
devolve upon the “aid or executive of the commandin 
officer of a vessel of war,” by virtue of his detail as suc 
“aid or executive,” and they, and the exercise of the 
authority necessary to execute them, are recognized by all 
military law and usage, and by the statute which authorizes 
his designation. But they are duties pertaining to the 
command, delegated under sanction cf law, by the com- 
mandi::g officer to his “‘ aid or executive,” who, in carrying 
them out, is “executing the orders of the commanding 
cfficer ,” and the authority exercised as necessary to their 
execiftion is the authority of “‘ the commanding officer,” 
exercised by his “‘aid or executive,” and not the authority 
of the “‘aid or executive” himself. By the express pro- 
vision of the statute, this officer has “no independent 
authority” as such “aid or executive,” but exercises only 
the authority necessarily delegated for the execution “ of 
the orders of the commanding officer.” This delegated 
authority, however, is recognized by the statute which con- 
fers on the “aid or executive,” while exercising it, ‘* pre- 
cedence over all officers attached to the ship,” of whatever 
rank or corps. But this — recedence is given to him 
only “while executing the orders of the commanding 
officer on board ship,” and is not his under other circum- 
stances. : 

V. The officer in command of a ship of war is not 
authorized to delegate his power, except for the carrying 
out of the details of the general duties to be performed by 
his authority. The command is his, and he can neither 
delegate the duties of it to another, nor avoid its burdens, 
nor escape its responsibilities ; and his ‘aid or executive,” 
in the exercise of the power givag to him for “ executing 
the orders, of the commanding officer” must keep himself 
constantly informed of the commander’s opinions and 
wishes thereon; and whenever, and as soon as he may be 
uninformed or in doubt as‘to such opinions or wishes, he 
must remedy such defect by prompt and personal applica- 
tion, to the end, that the authority of the commandant 
may be used only to carry out his own views; and that he 
may not be, by its unwarranted exercise, in any measure 
relieved from his official responsibilities, which can neither 
be assumed by nor fall upon any other officer. -! 

VL The details of these duties may be more fully defined 
by general or special orders and regulations, but the “aid 
or executive of the commanding officer of a vessel of war 
has, as such “ aid or executive,” no other duties or authority 
except those which come within the scope of the aboye 
Gescriptions ; and any other authority at any time to be 
oxercised by the officer designated as such “ aid or execu- 
tive’ must be such authority only as belongs to him by 
virtue of his rank in the line. This is his, in his own ~— 
with all the power and precedence which belong to it, but 
it is to be exercised only according to the general rules 
governing alike all officers of all corps aad en ee 

i ssary, nor consisten 

bene®. %. ~ sy, that the “‘ aid or executive” should be 
required to announce with every order given, or authority 
exercised by him as such, that he is ‘‘ executing the orders 
of the commanding officer.” The delegated character of 
this authority is fully understood, and is defined by the 
statute, which contemplates obedience to it asj such 
by ‘all officers attached to the vessel;” and the statute, 

hhile 3 provides that the officer detailed to act as “aid or

fo the 3 ling officer,” still contemplates the same 
obedience when this is imprac' . But orders to seni- 
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ors not given in the ordinary progress of military organiza- 
tion or duty are to be so announced. 

VIII. Any complaint or appeal growing out of the exer- 
cise of these duties should be made to the commandin 
officer, and the right to make any such complaint o~ appea 
will not be denied to any one. 

IX. The right of all officers,*whether of the line or staff, 
senior to the officer deta‘led as “‘ aid or executive,” to com- 
municate with the commanding officer at all proper times 
aud places, s not to be denied nor restricted ; but this does 
interfere with the duty of all such offieers to recognize and 
acquiesce in the authority delegated to the ‘‘aid or execu- 
tive ” for the purpose of police, organization and _ inspec- 
tion as aforesaid, nor confer upon any such officer the 
right to interrupt the’ ordinary course of military organi- 
zation or duty, while in actual execution, for the purpose 
of making such communication. Lvery officer in charge 
of a department “has, of course, the general right. at all 
proper times, tocommunicate and confer directly with the 
responsible commanding officer concerning any matter re- 
lating to his department ; and his duty to do so is absolute, 
whenever he thinks it necessary for the good of his depart- 
ment or of the service. 

X. All orders and regulations inconsistent with these 
provisions are hereby abrogated to the extent that they are 
80 inconsistent, and the Revised Regulations will conform 
to them in all respects.

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SOUTHERN ARTILLERY STATIONS. 


E noticed, last week, the unexpected appear- 
ance of yellow fever in malignant form, at 
Fort Barrancas, Pensacola, Florida, with, at that 
time, sixty-five cases and seven deaths, and ‘‘the 
Commanding officer’s wife and nearly all the ladies 
and children of the garrison down with it.” 

The garrison at that post consists of four foot bat- 
teries of the First U. 8. Artillery, A, F, L, and M, 
under Brevet Major-General Jonn M. Brannan, Ma- 
jor of the regiment. That the disease should occur 
thus early in so well disciplined a garrison com- 
manded by so careful and experienced an officer, of 
so many years’ service on that coast, is sufficient evi- 
dence that despite all ordinary precautions, a garri- 
son at that station is liable at any time during the 
hot season to have its efficiency wholly dissipated, 
and that, too, when it might be most needed. We 
sincerely hope that the fever may subside withoyt 
further loss to the infected and unfortunate garrison. 
It may be said that troops are needed there so long 
as insurréctionary disturbances continue in Cuba, in 
order to prevent international complications. Of all 
the stations there occupied by the First Artillery, St. 
Augustine, from its location and rigorous quarantine, 
appears to be the only one exempt from periodic 
visitations of yellow fever. Two years ago Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lanepon’s Battery, M, now at 
Barrancas, but then garrisoning.Fort Jefferson, Dry 
Tortugas, had what would appear to have been a 
sporatic visitation of the fever, and lost one officer 
and a number of men. Key West is another station 
where the disease has an almost permanent abiding 
place, and already for several weeks, the First Artil- 
lery garrison has had to go into camp at Indian Keys 
as a precautionary measure. For the same reason, 
Regimental Headquarters and the garrison at Charles- 
ton, 8. C., have also, for two seasons, been put in 
camp at Summerville, 8. C. 

With the limited appropriations for Army trans- 
portation at the service of the War Department, the 
unavoidable expense necessary to send the garrisons 
to any considerable distance from where their ser- 
vices might be needed, is an element to be considered. 
We hazard the suggestion, however, based on our 
jimited information, that from April to December the 
garrisons of Key West and Barrancas might be ad- 
vantageously transferred to Saint Augustine, where 
they could be quartered either at Fort Marion (now 
occupied by Indian prisoners), or in camp among the 
orange groves adjoining St. Francis Barracks, and 
thus have the benefit of the Commissary and Quar- 
termaster supplies at that post, besides being, for the 
time, united for instruction with the two bat- 
teries of the same regiment which are stationed 
there. 

Such a‘transter could, at a suitable season, be 
made without expense, by using the Quartermaster’s 
schooner Matchless, purchased for the use of those 
garrisons by the late Brevet-Colonel R. M. Haru, Re- 
gimental Quartermaster, First Artillery. 

A periodic change of the garrisons on the Florida 
voast is a measure to be desired. In 1827, Gene- 
tal Orders No. 54, dated Adjutant-General’s Office, 
Washington, October 12, paragraph 1, promised as 
follows: “The stations of the Artillery regiments 


ong | Will be changed. This has been determined on as a 
48] measure of equal ‘justice to all—as being called for, 


by the best interests of the Service, and by the com- 
mon rule of equity in military detail. It is there- 
fore to be regarded as the commencement of a system, 
promising to the Artillery generally the advantages 
of a biennial exchange, and to the garrisons of the 
sickly stations in particular, on the Southern fron- 
tiers, the hope of periodical relief. 2. These changes 
will be made without delay, between the First and 
Third regiments, and the Second and Fourth regi- 
ments, mutually, according to the following arrange- 
ment,....” 

In accordance therewith the First Artillery again 
went South, and relieved the Third. This was its 
only exchange with the latter regiment until three 
years ago. The addition of a fifth regiment to the 





Artillery now permits such a triennial change of the 
Southern sea coast garrisons without necessitating a 
general transfer of all the Artillery. 








A PROPOSI«ION, suggested by her Majesty’s govern- 
ment and submitted to this and others, is now under 
consideration, with regard to dispensing with some 
of the unnecessary salutes which take place between 
the services of different nations, on the occasion of 
the meeting of their vessels of war and the reception 
of high officials. It is desired to establish a set of 
rules to be observed by all. The proposition, which, 
it is understood, meets with the concurrence of the 
Navy Department of the United States, is not to re- 
turn salutes of the following character: To Royal 
personages, the chief of a State, and to members of 
Royal families, whether on arrival at, or departure 
from, any port, or upon visiting a ship of war. To 
Diplomatic, Naval, Military or Consular authorities, 
or to a Governor, when using a ship of war. “Salutes 
on occasion of National festivals. 

It is proposed to return only those which are not® 
considered personal, and which should receive gun 
for gun, such as to the National flag on arrival at a 
port, and the salutes of flag officers when meeting. 
These rules, if generally concurred in and adopted, 
will obviate many embarrassments which constantly 
arise, and sometimes lead to unpleasant feelings. 
Besides, much unnecessary expense,will be saved. 
The returning of personal salutes has long been con 
sidered objectionable.

Wraprep in the American flag, and with a copy 
of the Constitution of the United States clasped in 
the stiffened hands, the mortal remains of ANDREW 
Jounson, the only surviving ex-President of the 
United States, were carried to their last resting place 
at Greenville, Tenn., on Tuesday, the 3d of August, 
with ceremonies appropriate to the burial of one who 
has held so conspicuous a position in the public re- 
gard. Thus dramatically closes a career sufficiently 
dramatic in itself, and whose comparative place in 
our history must be settled by the unprejudiced 
judgment of those further removed from the contem- 
plation of the weaknesses of the dead than we who 
were his contemporaries.

Colonel Watson C. Squire, of the Remington 
establishment at lion, is chairman of the executive 
committee, with Major W. H. Bright and Surgeon 
Hutchinson, of Utica, as colleagues. The city of 
Utica is the residence of Roscoe Conkling, Horatio 
Seymour, Francis Kernan and other gentlemen of 
public reputation, who are expected to do their part 
to welcome the Army of the Cumberland, to whose 
ranks New York contributed ten thousand men. The 
Army of the Tennessee meet at Columbus, Ohio, three 
weeks later, on the 28th and 29th of September, and 
they expect to have an equally good time. As thc 
ranks of our old Armies are thinned out, they should 
close up to preserve their formation, and these gather 
ings of old comrades gain in interest, in some respects, 
each year. 








WE give this week a very full index of the con- 
tents of the Akmy AND Navy Journat for the year 
which closes with this number. It is ona somewhat 
different plan from those heretofore published annu- 
ally, and will, we think, be found more satisfactofy.

STEEL-BRONZE —— eee FOR 


At Liege, five years ago, some interesting experi- 
ments were carried out with phosphor-bronze guns 
manufactured by Messrs. Montefiori-Levi and Kunzel. 
The experience of the British authorities in regard to 
ordinary bronze or gin-metal is decidedly condemna- 
tory of such a metal as a material for rifled guns. In 
1869 bronze was. adopted as the material for rifled 
muzzle-loading field guns, both for our home and 
Indian services; but so much difficulty was experienced 
in getting sound and honfogeneous castings that this 
metal was superseded by wrought-iron and steel. 

The subject is discussed in the “ Text Book of the 
Construction and Manufacture of the Rifled Ordnance 
in the British Service,” by Captain F. 8. Stoney, R. A., 
and Captain C. Jones, R. A., and stress is laid on the 
fact that in large castings of gun metal the copper and 
tin fail to form one definite alloy, the composition of 
the gun being really an aggregation of alloys, varying 
in the richness of either metal. Hence the formation 
of what ate called ‘‘tin-spots.” If these spots occur 
in the body of the gun they are little or no consequence. 
But they are apt to occur in the bore, where they are 
exposed to the action of the powder gases, and where 
they speedily undergo fusion. The melting out of 
these patches of tin is, of course, damaging to the 
gun, and the weapon suffers rapid deterioration. Under 
these circumstances, bronze has been discarded from 
the British service as a material for the construction of 
ordnance. It has beén alleged that the art of success- 
fully casting bronze guns, originally imparted to Worl. 
wich by the Dutch founders, was lost when certain 
alterations were introduced twenty yearsago. To test 
this assertion the Bronze Committee proceeded to 
examine the composition of a series of bronze guns 
made at Woolwich, the manufacture of which dated 
from 1795 downwards. It was found that the old guns 
were at least as defective as the new ones, the latter 
being rather superior, as being free from impurities 
(chiefly lead) which existed in older guns, and which 
were detrimental to the toughness and durability of the 
castings. 

Such were the results obtained by an examination of 
the Woolwich guns, but an examination of some of 
the bronze guns made within the last few years at 
Cossipore, in India, showed that the latter differed 
essentially from the former. The Indian guns con- 
tained not only lead, but also zinc, to the extent of 3 
and 5 per cent. In addition, these guns were open and 
crystalline in structuie, and altogether it is no great 
wonder that two of them should have burst violently 
—a circumstance by no means usual with bronze guns. 
The Bronze Committee instituted some experiments in 
the manufacture of phosphor-bronze, but they went 
at no great length into the subject With regard to 
Austria, the committee say it has been stated that im- 
provements of importance have bven recently made in 
that country in the production of bronze for ordnance; 
but in the absence of precise information the com- 
mittee can arrive at no certain conclusion. In a foot- 
note which brings the information down to the date of 
April last the committee make distinct reference to the 
** steel-bronze” of General Uchatius. They allow that 
the results achieved possess considerable interest, but 
they say it has still to be demonstrated whether guns 
produced on this plan can compete with guns made of 
steel. 

With regard to phosphor-bronze, the committee 
speak approvingly, so far as concerns its use for other 

urposes than the manufacture of ordnance. It has 
es adopted at the Royal Gunpowder Works for the 
construction of the tools and implements in use there, 
as being more durable and generally serviceable than 
copper and gun-metal. Comparative experiments indi- 
cate that the harder descriptions of phosphor-bronze 
are less liable to emit sparks when brought into violent 
contact with gritty substances than either copper or 
gun-metal. Phosphor-bronze has also been found to 
answer in the Roy~1 Carriage Department as a material 
for the construction of sheaves for blocks, and of 
bearings for engines and grindstones. We believe the 

hosphor-hronze referred to in the report is that which 
s manufactured by a company under the patents of 
Messrs. Montefiori-Levi and Kunzel. There is a 
peculiarity with regard to this © “<~T which 
ought not to be overlooked. It differs from all other 
in the fact that it can be produced in a definite manner, 
without any difficulty as to the precise degree of hard- 
ness required. It is also singularly pure and homo- 
geneous. 

The patent for the manufacture of this phosphor- 
bronze is so worded that while necessarily disclosing 
all that is patented it says nvthing as to the manner in 
which a certain substance is made which has to be 
used in the process. Led ge ow is said to be perfectly 
valid, yet we are assu there is something in the 
manufacture of this phosphor-bronze which has not 
been disclosed, the reason of this reticence being found 
in tbe fact that no patent holds gcod against the Govern- 
ment. The existence of any secret in the manufac- 
ture of the Kunzel phospbor-bronze is denied at 
Vienna. But possibly the denial is made in ignorance 
of the real facts of the case. It is true that General 
Uchatius has been acquainted with some of Dr. Kun- 
zel’s experiments in past years, but it is very much to 
be doubted whether General Uchatius can produce the 
Kunzel metal. This point is of great importance, if it 
be true that the pliosphor-bronze of Dr. Kutizel can be 

uced free from all ‘‘tin spots” and imperfections, 
and in fact is so produced already. Ordinary bronze, 
like steel, is greatly improved when cast under pressure, 
its density and tenacity being very perceptibly in- 
c But the phosphor-bronze of Dr. Kunz¢l isso 
pure and perfect that its particles are too intimately ip 
contact to render any attempt at compression advaa- 
tageous. Phosphor-bronze is made by uther processes 
than that of Dr. Kusizel, and, of course, in such 


instances there is no ‘‘secret” to be considered. But 
the quality of the metal is not equal to that obtained 
by the other process, and there is more or less difficulty 
in obtainipg a definite result. 


With regard to the ‘‘ steel bronze” of General Ucha- 
tius, it is to be observed that there is no steel in its 
composition. It is also alleged that there is no phos- 
phorus, although it has been thought that this ingre- 
dient was really present. The term is simply given to 
signify that the metal possesses the properties of steel, 
so as to qualify it as a substitute for that metal in gun’ 
making. About twelve years ago the Austrian authori- 
ties were as sanguine about their ‘ sterro-metal” as 
they are now about their steel-bronze. In this earlier 
instance the metal was an alloy of copper and zinc, 
with small quantities of iron and tin added. This 
compound possessed strength, elasticity, and hardness, 
buf was more brittle and more liable to corrosion than 
gun-metal. 


The invention of General Uchatius consists in a 
articular manipuletion of chilled bronze. The bronze 
cast in an iron mould, with a core of wrought 

copper. The alloy consists of 92 per cent. copper and 
8 per cent. tin, and the general claims that when cast 
in chill after his fashion it has no ‘‘tin-spots.” But it 
is alleged by his opponents that, whatever he may hope 
to do, the general has not yet succeeded in avoiding 
this defect. We may observe that occasional success 
in this respect is quite possible, good results having 
been sometimes obtained by the ordinary process at 
Woolwich. Having effected the casting of the metal 
in the hammer just described, General Uchatius pro- 
ceeds to bore out the cylinder to a diameter somewhat 
less than that which is required for the bore of the 
gun. Steel punches, as we may term them, or steel 
cones, are then forced into the aperture by the opera- 
tion of an hydraulic press. This is called ‘‘ compress- 
ing the inside of the bore.” General Uchatius was led 
to adopt this plan by observing the greatly increased 
strength of chilled bronze after passing it tarough a 
rolling mill. 
The general also has a theory that by thus distend- 
ing the bore of his gun, he puts it into a better condi- 
tion to resist the bursting power of the powder. We 
confess to having tried to understand bis theory and 
failed. So far as mere hardness is concerned we can 
see our way pretty clearly ; but as for the rest we can 
not do better than quote the words of the ingenious 
artillerist. Thuahe says: ‘‘ The work done by the 
powder to the detriment of the gun at the commence- 
ment of the shooting, namely, the enlargement of the 
bore, must be exerted by mechanical pressure before- 
hand, and to a still greater degree than the work done 
by the strongest occurring powder-gas pressure, where- 
by the elastic power of resistance of the barrel will be 
so increased that the subsequent smaller powder-gas 
ressures will exert no further effect, and the metal 
mmediately surrounding the surface of the bore must 
be given the necessary degree of hardness by subject- 
ing it to a process analagous to that of rolling out.” In 
regard to the stretching process, we have here a repe- 
tition of that which is done in the case of the 
Macomber gun, only in the manufacture of that weapon 
the piece is built up of wrought iron discs ‘‘set” by 
means of a powerful steam hammer, these again being 
encircled with heavy steel rings. In recommendation 
of the Macomber gun, as of the other, it is said that 
the strain is given by the distension of the interior is 
“ far greater tifa can be given to the powder-chamber 
on the explosion of the greatest charge it can be made 
to hold.” 
General Uchatius says of his gun: ‘‘ All metal strata 
surrounding the bore cuncentrically are in a state of 
elastic tension, and exert a pressure from without in- 
wards equal to the pressure exerted by the hydraulic 
press ramming from within outwards, and which the 
table of types shows to correspond very nearly with a 
state of about 2,400 atmospheres.” e have no wish 
to see General Uchatius discouraged in the efforts 
which he is making. But the subject is one of wide- 
spread interest, and invites perfectly free criticism. 
In the General’s favor we have the statement of our 
own correspondent, that his trial gun has fired 3,000 
rounds almost without interruption, and that a pro- 
jectile was purposely allowed to burst in the bore. 
Artillery of this description may really prove service- 
able to the Austzian Government, especially as the ob- 
solete bronze guns furnish the requisite material. But 
our hope is limited to field guns. Beyond that point 
we apprehend that steel will have the preference, 
though we have no great admiration even for steel, 
good as it may be. odern guns have to suffer some- 
thing more than a mere strain, such as that of the 
hydraulic press. There is a dynamic force from gun- 
powder which amounts to a sudden and tremendous 
blow. Both Herr Krupp and General Uchatius, as 
well as many other inventors, seem to overluok this 
fact, and here to a great extent lies the difference be- 
tween the guns of the British Service and those of 
other nations, except such as take their ordnance from 
Elswick. 


In connection with the above interesting article, 
we insert the following letter from a distinguished 
officer of our Ordnance Corps, who, it will be seen, 
demonstrates that this new material is an American 
invention, the patentee of which bas been obliged, as 
is too often the case, to go abroad for the recogni- 
tion which our parsimony prevented him from receiy- 
ing at home, 


Late European mails bing the news that the Austrian 

overnment has adopted steel-bronze proposed by General 
Bchatius, for the material of which the new breech-loading 
field pieces are to be made. 

This is a new departure in gun making, as important as 
new, and worthy of our serious consideration. The 
decision has not been reached hastily, but after a full trial 
of the bilities of the new material, and careful com- 

ns ituted between it and Krupp’s cast-steel. 
ve guns of 3.4 in. bore have been made, to show that 





the process is a practical one, that guns can be produced 
on a large scale of a uniform, homogeneous metal, and 
some of them have been fired 3,000 rounds without any 
apparent loss in accuracy of fire, thus giving abundant 
evidence of their durability when subjected to oft repeated 
discharges. 

The bronze used in making these guns may be ordinary 
bronze of 90 boy of copper and 10 of tin, but an alloy of 
only 8 parts of tin is preferred. The gun is cast on a solid 
copper core of less diameter than the bore, and is all re- 
moved in boring the gun to a size less than the finished 
bore by about a quarter of an inch. The gun is then con- 
fined in a strong iron mould, and a series of conical plugs 
of hardened steel are forced through the bore, each succes- 
sive plug being slightly larger in diameter than that which 
preceded it. The metal near the bore is by this means 
condensed, and made harder, stronger, and more elastic. 
The only additional fixtures required to an ordiuary foundry 
where guns are cast, are a strong hydraultfc press for forcing 
the steel plugs through the bore. Old bronze guns can be 
cast over, and made into new guns. 

The advantages ained by the adoption of thie material 
in preference to steel, are said to be that guns made in this 
way are cheaper, will afford greater security to the lives of 
the gunners against accidental explosions, that they can be 
more readily fabricated, and in less time, requiring less ex- 
penditure for plant; and they are injured less readily by 
atmospheric agencies. These are all important points, 
when we remember what heavy demands the preparations 
for war make upon the nation’s exchequer, and our own 
statesmen may well consider whether it would not be wise 
to vote a sufficient eppro riation to make the experiment 
for ourselves, and test the fitness of guos made in this way 
for our field artillery. With the light of the experience of 
Austria in this matter, they may be led to give the subject 
a more favorable consideration than heretofore. 
Colonel Uchatius, of the Austrian army, has been experi- 
menting on — made in this way since September, 1873, 
when he first used this process. Colonel Rosset, of the 
Italian army, published a book late in 1873, in which he 
describes this means of increasing the hardness of the 
bore of small guns made of bronze, and more recently, 
Colonel Lavroff, of the Russian army, has delivered a 
lecture in St. Petersburg, in which he describes the experi- 
ments he has been making for the improvement of bronze 
guns during the last two years, aud states that in the 
autumn of 1873, he hardened the bore of bronze guns by 
forcing cylindrical plugs through them in the same manner 
as proposed by Colonels Uchatius and Rosset. 
he question of priority of iuvention is, however, easily 
settled, and in a manner highly satisfactory to Americans. 
The records of the patent office in Vienna, London, and 
Washington, will show that a patent was granted in May, 
1869, to Mr. 8. B. Dean, ot Boston, for this identical mode 
of making improved bronze guns. The records of the 
Ordnance office show that an order was given in July, 1879 
for a number of these guns, which order had to be counter- 
manded before it was executed, on account of a want of 
fuads to pay forte guns. It is hoped that the next Con- 
gress will vote a sufficient appropriation to make a battery 
at least of these new guns for expefimental purposes, and 
tubes for lining the converted guns. It has happened in 
this as in many other instances, that the inventicn, though 
American, has been permitted to remain unimproved till 
taken up and utilized by some foreign power.

VON MOLTKE ON WEST POINT. 
I am asked why neither side in the civil war in 
America produced a very distinguished general. Even 
their respective partisans hardly claim any leader of 
transcendent genius. In so long a war, and where so 
many men fought, does it not imply a lack of military 
talent in the Americans? Lanswerno. The true rea- 
son was because their field of selection was so limited. 
— No officer could hope to attain the su- 
preme command of their armies unless he had been a 
student in their military academy, called West Point, 
on the Hudson river, in the State of New York. The 
number of these students, deserving as they might be, 
was and is extreme!y limited. 
The Southerners adopted the same pernicious system 
of exclusiveness, as many of these West Point officers 
have joined their side, and their President hac also 
been atthe academy. . . . It was, perhaps, fortun- 
ate for the North that the South did not seek for talent 
among the mass of its people. It is said, I 
know not how truly, that the genius of a civilian, 
Ericsson, by the invention of a monitor, alone saved 
the Northern Navy from destruction. 
It is evident that the chance of obtaining a distin- 
guished general increases as the field of selection 
widens, and diminishes as it contracts 
In our army every soldier may aspire to the supreme 
command, but in the American armies the line of de- 
marcation was drawn as deeply as between the former 
slaves and their masters. The volunteer who 
represented the great bulk and strength of the people 
might, indeed, attain distinction in a subordinate posi- 
tion, but the highest place of all was forbidden. 
In regarding the records of the American civil war, it 
really appears as if the whole contest was between a 
few officers of West Point, and the mighty heart of 
the nation had never throbbed. . . . The aristo- 
cratic system, which the Americans still follow, was 
formerly the practice in all European armies. In the 
revolution of 1793, Carnet, the French Minister of 
War, first abandoned it, and we have followed. 

For the sake of example, and not binding ourselves 
to any exactness of figures, except that the one is ve 
small, and its opposite, with which it is compared, 
very large, let us suppose the number of West Point 
officers to be 500, and the number of Prussian soldiers 
500,000. Evidently as we have a fund a thousand 
times larger to draw upon, to render the chances of 
obtaining a great general equal, each American must 
possess a thousand fold the talent of a Prussian, which 
is absurd. 














Tue latest report issued by the Swiss government 
gives the strength of the Swiss army at 205,017 men, 
comprising 870 staff, 89,041 mobiles, 48,234 reserve, 
and 62,872 militia (Landwehr) at the end of 1874. 
This force was armed with 112,500 repeating large 
bore rifles, 10,000. repeating small bores, 2,690 repeat- 
ing carbines, and 800 revolvers. It is worthy of note 
that the Swiss is the only European army armed with

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Nzvapa Bapcr.—In answer to some enquiries on behalf 
of one of the New York city regiments, as to tre number 
of men necessary to shoot for the Nevada Badge and the 
eligibility of new recruits or transferred men to compete 
therefor, and after consultation with the State authorities, 
the following definition of that part of the terms is an- 
nouived for the information of the National Guard: 

New York, July 23, 1875. 

The conditions of the Nevada match require that each 
company competing shall possess the minimum number of 
men (46), and that not less than that number shall parti- 
cipate in the shooting. The entry of a larger number is 
optional with the company. The conditions also require 
that no men enlisted subsequent to the date of General 
Order No. 20, A. G. O., Albany, July 3, 1875, shall be al- 
lowed to compete. Wu. C. Cuurcs. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH INFANTRY.—This regiment has com- 
menced its summer drills in earnest, the only militia or- 
ganization at present near New York that is doing any- 
thing except to shoot. This arises from the necessity of 
the case, the Twenty-seventh having no halls large enough 
tor winter work, which in this regiment is confined to com- 
pany drills. All its battalion practice must be had in the 
summer, and in the open air. The advantages of the plan 
are great. The firm ground in the open air is the natural 
place to drill on, and the work there amounts to something 
for real practice. The Twenty-seventh commenced at Mor- 
risania with the rigat wing on Thursday, July 22. The at- 
tendance was fair, but the work very poor. On Thursday, 
29th, the Mount Vernon companies were ordered to drill, 
but the drill was postponed till Saturday, 31st, at 4 P. m. 
At that time were assembled the representatives of Com- 
panies B, C, D, E, and F, with an aggregate of just nine- 
teen files. The postponement of the drill, of course, had a 
bad effect on the members, but this total for five companies 
showed little respect for self or regiment. Colonel Under- 
hill was on time, with Adjutant Swayne and a fair repre- 
sentation of the officers of all the companies present. The 
colonel did not undertake to drill the few men asa bat- 
talion, but turned them uver as a company to the different 
officers present to drill in succession. We were glad to see 
this, as it soon showed the real trouble in the regiment. 
As long as the colonel holds them up, and turns the school 
of the battalion into a regular course of instruction in the 
school of the soldier and company, the Twenty-seventh daes 
well, As soon as the company oflicers are left to their own 
devices, they prove almost without an exception to be in- 
competent in every degree from nervous haste down to 
total imbecility. We had the pleasure of witnessing three 
officers successively in command of the companies ; two 
more in charge of platoons, with the colonel looking on. 
The best of the three company commanders was the last, 
and his efforts were marred by excessive nervousness, For 
this there is really no need. At drill, an officer should at- 
tend to his business, and forget his spectators. Their 
opinions are of no value to him one way or the other, if 
present from curiosity. If they include a commanding 
officer, or those whose duty it 1s to comment professionally 
on the movements, the faults they discover are only men- 
tioned to be put to the mending. There is not an officer, 
even be he fresh from West Point, who drilis so perfectly 
that he cannot gaina point or two from an intelligent 
brother officer looking on at his drill, and the mention of a 
fault is no implication of total incompetency. Of this we 
only saw a single instance, the senior captain on the 
ground, whose only notion of company drill seemed to be 
to repeat the same routine of orders over and over again, 
sometimes right, more often wrong, without being able to 
correct a single mistake. Consequence, grumbling in the 
ranks, grumbling among the officers, gabble all round, and 
a half hour worse than wasted. Either this officer ought 
to study his tactics and learn that far more difficult art, 
how to enforce obedience, or he ought to leave the National 
Guard. He is certainly at present totally unfit to command 
acompany. His platoon commanders seemed to be mere 
dummies. For instance, the order was given ‘“ Right by 
platoons.” The two lieutenants got into their places, but 
neither seemed to know what order to give. Consequence, 
a flock of sheep without a leader. eing in column of 
platoons, the order was given ‘Column left.” Each platoon 
tried to wheel on a fixed pivot. Consequence, a sort of 
Mulligan Guards movement, the pivot man backing in his 
place to try and keep the line straight. The wheels by 
company on the march were just the same. Another time, 
being in column of platoons, the same captain called out 
**Coiumn left,” without any ‘‘ March,” and then went off 
to ask the colonela question. Thecolumn turned, marched 
on &’nd butted against a fence. Had it obeyed the real 
order, it would have marched on in the original direction 
to New Rochelle, for it received no command of execution. 
Supposing it had, the fence part was all right. In any 
— of view, the captain was all wrong, and neglecting 

is business. : 

The next captain was better, but far from perfect. Being 
in column of fours, he gave the order “‘ Platoons, left front 
into line—March.” The company executed left front into 
line by company. The mistake was that of the lieutenant 
ot the second platoon. It was an excellent opportunity for 
instruction. ‘The company should have been halted at 
once, the mistake corrected, and a lasting lesson taught. 
As it was, the captain slurred it over, and tried to make it 
appear nothing had happened. This is bad drill. Conse- 
quence, more gabbling. Men in ranks soon find out the 
mistakes of their officers, lose confidence in them, and be- 
come demoralized. This captain started well, and lost 
himself in that one omission. Soon aiter, he halted and 
tried the manual. It was simply disgraceful. We have 
seen better but never worse, and the gabbling went on till 
the captain turned over his command to the next in rank. 
The third officer was a lieutenant. He was evidently ex- 
cessively nervons and began badly, giving the order 
**Platoons right wheel,” and marching right on without 
halting, as if he had said ‘‘Continue the march,” and the 
right guide never moved to his proper post. The same mis- 
take of trying to wheel on a fixed pivot on the march was 
noticeable. In column of fours there was a large gap be- 
tween first and second platoons which the instructor neg- 
lected to order closed. He kept so close -to his leading 
platoon that he could not see the gap. After a while he 
moved his company away to a part of the field where spec- 
tators were at a distance, and then he did much Letter. 
He was the only officer of the three who gave the men any 
oral instruction, and he enforced silence in the ranks—a 
great point. He needs only self-confidence before specta- 
tors to do well. 

Taken as a whole, this drill was utterly without value to 
the men. Another such would be decidedly detrimental to 
the whole command. Properly ayo ee one now in ques- 
tion may be made valuable to the officers. It has shown 
the colonel how utterly deficient the majority of his com- 


pany officers are in the very rudiments of instruction. 
Strictly speaking, not a single movement of all we saw was 
correctly executed. The officers of the Twenty-seventh 
need badly a rigid course of theoretical and practical in- 
struction in the minutiw of drill. The colonel cannot cover 
up their mistakes entirely, even in battalidn drill. In com- 
pany drill, without his constant counsel, they become 
glaringly evident. He owes it to himself and the reputa- 
tion acquired by the regiment last year to enforce a rigid 
course of instruction on these officers, or to send every 
delinquent before the board at ouce. The Morrisania 
companies with one exception were as bad or worse, and 
the Twenty-seuenth cannot afford to let the rust gather 
any thicker. We have been compelled herein to be un- 
wontedly severe on this regiment, because we wish to see 
its faults corrected, as they can be, if there is a leaven of 
spirit in those officers we have mentioned. They need a 
little hard work. A mere modicum of the time they spend 
on amusement will make them respectable. Drill ynder 
Upton’s Revised Tactics is a very one thing. It depends 
on a fixed system of logical principles. If they are too 
lazy to master it, they should give place to those who will, 
for there are plenty of men willing and anxious to step 
into their places and work hard. In the whole drill we 
pra the men were all right. All they needed was decent 
officers. 


Firrx Buricape.—Friday, July 30, this brigade turned 
out for its first rifle practice of 1875.

Sue isin every sense the most formidable engine 
of war that has ever been conceived. With the ex- 
ception of the three broadside ships of the Minotaur 
class, she is the largest iron-clad inthenavy. She will 
also 
will have the largest displacement in tons, and will 
prove the most costly ship that was ever built. It is, 
indeed, only by superlatives that she can be described. 
In addition to her armament, she will be furnished 
with a submer prow, so that she will be able to 
butt an enemy with her head as well as penetrate him 
with her ; while in addition to engines workin 
up to 8,000 indicated horse-power, she will be mantel 
with acouple of iron masts, which will, however, be 
mainly used as derricks. Among her other excellent 
qualities, she will, while spreading havoc around, be her- 


own; and, notwithstanding her stupendous offensive 

defensive power, she will, according to a recently 
pronounced dictum of Mr. Reed, be as fast, as handy, 
and as mobile as any vessel that has preceded her.

There are 600 men employed upon her hull at present, 
and upwards of 2,000 tons of iron have been worked 
into the ship. Nearly the whole of the beams, with 
the exception of a few aft on the upper deck, are in 
their places, the structures for receiving the engines 
and boilers are being proceeded with, the stern tubes 
for the twin screws are being fixed, and the teak back- 
ing is being arranged for the iron plates on the sides 
of the citadel. The stern-post was manufactured at 
the Mersey Forge, Liverpool, in consequence of the 
great pressure of work at the yard, but the rudder it- 
self, which is of colossal proportions, is being forged 
at the dockyard smithery.° 

The monitor is expected to be ready for -launching 
in April, when it is probable her present name will be 
changed. And now for a few particulars of the ship 
itself. The Znjflezidle has been succinctly described by 
her designer, Mr. Barnaby, as a rectangnlar armored 
castle, 110 feet in length and 75'feet in breadth, and 
protected by 24 inches total thickness of iron. The 
other parts of the ship, which are not armor-plated, 
are simply used as means to float and move this invul- 
nerable iron citadel. Altogether the Injlezible is 320 
feet in length and 75 feet in breadth. Her mean 
draught is 24 feet, and ler displacement 11,000 tons. 
The cellular compartments of the double bottom have 
less depth than is the case with the monitors of the 
Devastation type, but they are built up of heavier angle 
iron and plating. All the longtitudinal frames are 
made of steel. The outer skin plating is three-fourths 
of an inch in thickness, except the garboard plates on 
each side of the keel, and here the thickness is in- 
creased to 13-16ths of aninch. The armored castle or 
citadel, which rises to 10 feet above the water-line of 
the vessel, will enclose within the protection of its 
walls the engines and boilers, the two turrets with 
their four 80-ton guns, the hydraulic loading gear and 
the magazines. he armor of the citadel will be of 
diflerent thicknesses of iron, making, however, with 
the teak backing-—-which will vary inversely to the 
thickness of the plating—a uniform thickness 
of 14 inches throughout. he backing will be inter- 
posed sandwich fashion, the armor alternating with a 
strake of wood. The plating at the water level will 
be 24 inches, in two thicknesses of 12 inches; above 
the water level it wiii consist of two thicknesses of 12 
inches and 8 inches, while below the water level it 
will be reduced to two thicknesses of 12 inches and 4 
inches. The turrets themselves will be formed of iron 
of asingie thickness of 18 inches. The deck will be 
formed of 4-inch iron, supporting armor-plating 2 in- 
ches in thickness. 

The ship proper, being entirely unarmored, will be 
divided into no fewer than 127 water-tight compart- 
ments, containing altogether somewhere about 150 
water-tight doors, but having none of the armor bulk- 
heads of the Devastation. ther novel features in the 
design of the ship are the position and extent of the 
superstructures, which are erected upon the deck at 
either end of the citadei, the position of the turrets, 
and the disposition of the steering gear. The super- 
structures will be built up along the line of the keel 
forward and aft of the armored castle, and are intended 
to afford sleeping accommodation for the officers and 
crew. By this arrangement the disadvantages which 
attach to the berthing in the monitors of the Zhunderer 
class will be avoided. As the structures are built on 
the upper deck, the accommedation which they will 
afford will be roomy and thoroughly ventilated, there 
will be no need of fans, and artificial light will be dis- 
pensed with. It is evident that, as the superstructures 
are erected along the centre of the deck, they would 
be directly in the line of fire had the Jnjflezible’s turrets, 
as is the case with all other turret vessels, been also on 
a line with the keel. 

The turrets of the Jnflexible, however, are placed out 
of the centre, the fore-turret being on the port side of 
the ship, and the after-turret on the starboard, so that 
the four guns can be discharged together in line at an 
enemy right ahead or on either beam, or in pairs astern 
and towards every point of the compass. The whole 
of the steam steering gear is placed below the water- 
line, so that it is impossible that the rudder-head, 
though unprotected by armor, can be injured by shot 
or shell during an engagement. The rudder, which is 
squarely formed, will be worked by a tiller 4 ft. 6 in. 
below water. It was at first intended that the tiller 
should move in a water chamber, the chain apertures 
being defended against leakage by stuffing-chocks. 
This plan, however, has been modified, and the-rudder- 
head will pass through a ring in the usual way. The 
prow is a massive and very dangerous looking pro- 
truberance, and will be wholly under water. As 
originally designed, it was made to be removable, being 
placed in position only in case of war. This arrange- 
ment, however, has been revised, and it is now decided 
to fix it permanently. It has been lately detached for 
alteration, the curve of the nose having been con- 
sidered too abrupt. 

The coals, of which the Jnflexible will carry the 
enormous quantity of 1,200 tons, will be stored at the 
water-line along the unarmored sides of the ship, where 
the missiles of the enemy cannot reach them, and a 
still more secure place will be found below for more 
perishable stores. The armor-plating will not be 
placed on the citadel until after the vessel has left the 
slips and been floated into No. 18 Dock, which is being 
prepared for her in the extension works. When com- 
pleted, the Jnjleadle will have more machinery on 
board than any craft afloat, not excepting the Zhun- 
derer. She will have engines for propulsion, ventila- 
tion, hoisting, moving turrets, loading guns, steering, 
lifting shot and shell, turning capstan, lowering boats, 
etc., the whole of which will be supplied by the Scotch 
firm of Elder and Co. She will be a vast floating 
engine-room, and when commissioned will have as her 
complement 350 officers and men. The expense of 
her construction is £400,000, making, with her engines,

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 

A sEconp 81-ton gun has been commenced at the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich. 

A TELEGRAM in the Pall Mall Gazette, dated 
Copenhagen, July 13, says: “A Prussian war-ship 
has been secretly engaged for some days in taking 
soundings and in mapping the coasts of Jutland. 
An explanation of this extraordinary proceeding will 
be demanded at Berlin.” 

Tuer Avenir Militaire announces that a new article 
of clothing is about to be tried in the French Foot. 
It is a kind of vareuse, having the aspect of the tunic 
in front and the appearance of the great coat (capote) 
behind, but with skirts much shorter than this latter. 
It is stated that three thousand of these vareuses will 
presently be distributed among both Engineers and 
Infantry. 

Tue German Government has decided upon raising 
not immaterially the standard of education qualify- 
ing for the privilege of one year’s service in the army. 
At present the standard of the second highest form 
in a gymnasium is sufficient, and it is not even neces-, 
sary that candidates should pass a special examina- 
tion, certificates from their schools being sufficient. 
Henceforth a special examination will be indispensa- 
bla, and the standard is to be raised to that of the 
highest form of a gymnasium. Latin will continue 
an obligatory subject, but Greek will not be insisted 
upon. In its place a knowledge of English will be 
made a conditio sine qua non. 


Turoven the Vienna journals we learn, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette, a piece of news which should be 
very gratifying. to the apostles of peace. One of the 
European sovereigns has actually resolved to disband 
his army, and even dismiss his militia from their 
liability to service. It is true that John II., Prince 
of Lichtenstein, the ruler referred to, did nut main- 
tain a body-guard of more than fifteen soldiers, but 
they were backed by a patriotic “ sharpshooter corps” 
ninety strong, on a footing between that of our mili- 
tia and volunteers. The maintenance of these forces 
had to be provided for out of the purse of the Sove- 
reign, which is fed from private estates in Austria; 
the Alpine tract that forms the principality yielding 
little revenue but that got from shooting licenses, 
Still, principle is everything, and it is a great matter 
to find a prince yielding to the voice of his Legisla- 
ture. The representatives of the 7,000 Lichtenstein- 
ers, met in due convocation, had counselled the step, 
the army being much missed in the fifteen mountain 
farms out of which it is drawn. 


Tur Germans have been naturally excited, remarks 
the Pall Mall Gazette, at the sudden visit recently 
paid by Herr Krupp to Vienna, at first reported to be 
to press on the Austrian War Office the expediency 
of at once arming itself from the enlarged works at 
Essen. It has since come out, however, that it was 
made solely in order to present an official protest 
against an alleged adoption without his leave of the 
Krupp pattern in the new Uchatius (steel-bronze) 
field-gun, adopted a few weeks since under imperial 
sanction. The War Minister has published through 
the Abendpost, a semi-official memorandum, denying 
this charge in detail. It declares that the barrel 
used is rather the Armstrong than the Krupp; the 
breech apparatus is General Lenk’s, and the Broad- 
well ring the property in ..ustria of an English firm. 
Above all, the newly-adopted weapon cannot be in 
the least called an imitation of the Krupp steel pat- 
tern, for it is made chiefly of bronze. The steei- 
bronze gun is declared to be deliberately chosen for 
three special reasons: -(1) its bronze can be used for 
recasting, while steel cannot; (2) it can be made en- 
tirely in Austria, so giving work at home at a time 
of trade depression ; (3) it is not prudent for any 
State to supply itself abroad, for in 1865 Herr Krupp 
himself sold to Italy the very guns ordered of him 
from Vienna. The latter part of this very plain- 
spoken memorandum is no doubt a reply to those re- 
formers of the Austrian Service who asserted that 
nothing but the Krupp guns could bring their artil- 
lery up to the proper level, and who objected to the 
adoption of the Uchatius from motives of economy.

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ports that greater care must be taken of a certain 
work on torpedoes which has been termed “con- 
fidential,” and has been kept out of the hands of any 
half-pay officer for fear, presumingly, of his turning 
traitor and selling its secrets to some’ foreign power. 
But, wonderful to relate, this locking-up the stable 
door only follows on the departure of the steed, and 
still more remarkable is the fact that the Admiralty 
itself connived at the loss of the treasure. Long 
ago, under the late liberal administration, the precious 
information embodied in this torpedo book was pre- 
sented to foreign governments in exchange for such 
blue books and other waste paper as they might see 
fit to forward in return. The valuable portion of the 
knowledge acquired by us after a series of costly 
experiments was doubtless noted by all who had ‘the 
opportunity, but it remained for the United States 
Government to print those notes. Truly, exchange 
is no robbery, and we have no reason to believe that 
America would have objected to the printing of the 
papers sent to our government, but of course it upset 
the confidential nature of the interesting work com- 
piled by a British naval officer for the Admiralty. A 
Certain number of dollars and cents can place in the 
hands of any one at Washington the information 
which it is now sought to keep dark, some civil 
official having perhayjs just heard of the book for the 
first time, although the care now sought to be exer- 
cised should have been brought into play a year or 
two ago. Many naval officers being denied access to 
our own edition, have positively sent to America for 
the copied work, so as to acquire that information 
respecting torpedo operations so necessary to render 
them efficient for any service. So, too, while it is 
not easy for any balf-pay officer to gain admission to 
a government vessel when carrying out important 
torpedo experiments, a special steamer is always 
placed at the disposal of foreign officers. In the 
face of all this, there is something comical in the 
frantic efforts of some official at the Admiralty to pre- 
vent a single copy of Fisher’s treatise being retained 
by any officer upon being placed on half-pay. 


Tue Globe points out that “ not the least remark- 
able part of the German military system as at present 
organized is the ‘railway battalion,’ a corps estab- 
lished immediately after the Franco-German war, and 
now in full working operation. A very complete ae- 
count of its functions and work is given by the Con- 
stitutionnel, which has developed a special fancy for 
unearthing and explaining to its readers the doings 
and designs of the German authorities. The batta- 
lion is composed in time of peace of four companies, 
recruited from amongst the employés and officers of 
existing railways. The men are taught by very prac- 
tical lessons how to construct and work a line, being 
employed while learning the first duty on the new 
State railways not yet completed, and afterwards on 
a special line called ‘the military railway,’ running 
from Berlin to the Artillery practice-ground at Zos- 
sen. In case of war, when the battalion is ‘mobi- 
lized’ for active service, it wil consist of eight ‘con- 
structing’ and four ‘working’ companies. The for- 
mer will be charged with the making of impromptu 
lines, and armed for that purpose each with a train 
of its own containing all the necessary implements. 
The four ‘ working’ companies, taking up the line as 
it is made, will begin to put it in running order, man- 
ning it with drivers, guards, stokers, pointsmen, and 
telegraph clerks from their own members, and after 
the service is regularly established handing it over to 
the ordinary civilian staff while it passes forward to 
& man a fresh section on ahead. By an arrangement 
very characteristic of Prussian discipline, the batta- 
lion, just as the other regiments, includes threé cate- 
gories — Line, Reserve, and Landwehr— the two 
reserve categories being at present supplemented by 
a list of ordinary railway servants, marked down for 
immediate enrolment in time of need. Those who 
remember how capitally the Prussian soldiery in the 
last war made their temporary bridge at Creil, and 
the approaches thereto, will be able to appreciate in 
some degree the excellence of the service likely to be 
done by the new battalion. France is already in- 
tending, as it is supposed, to follow the example of 
her indefatigable neighbor ; and there are other coun- 
tries where a similar lesson, although not altogether 
untaught at present, might with advantage be learnt 
a little more fully and practically.”

Tux London Times, writir x of the Parliamentary 
debate on the state of the navy, considers that the 
speeches of Mr. Brassey and Mr. Bentinck on the one 
side, and of Mr. Reed and Mr. Goschen on the other, 
left little more to be said either against or for our 
ironclad navy. Mr. Brassey complains, in the first 
place, that, in spite of the enormous sum which is 
placed at the command of the Admiralty, we launch, 
On an average, only two ironclads a year. The ob- 
vious excuse is that the revolution in naval architec- 
ture has made it enormously more expensive. Ships 
of war could once, as Mr. Brassey says, be built for 
£1,000 a gnn, while they now cost £125,000 a gun, 
and the expense is still increasing. But the fact 
does not furnish an altogether satisfactory defence, 
for in 1870 six ships were launched, and among them 
were the Hercules and the Sultan, which are still, in 
their own way, unsurpassed. Mr. Brassey enters de- 
batable ground when he casts doubt on the use of 
armor-plating. But the answer of Mr. Reed is such 
as to remove grave misgivin We have always, he 
said, had ships that could resist the guns of every 
navy save our own; the armor-plating of the Jnvin- 
cible will be proof against all the naval ordnance in 
the world; and it will be time to think of protecting 
our ships from the 100-ton guns when those weapons 
shall be put afloat. Mr. Reed thinks that the time 
has come when the use of steel as a material for the 
building of ships will enable naval architects to ful- 
fil a “long-standing dredm” by constructing fast 
vessels of small dimensions, Cruising ships of the 
Audacious class can be built for £250,000 a piece, or 
less than half the cost of the Inflexible. It is satis- 
factory to know that in the Shannon we shall soon 
have a finer specimen of such a class than any ship 
afloat, and that the Admiralty is to lay down two 
vessels of the same type, but calculated to reach a 
speed of an additional knot an hour. It also intends 
to build two armed despatch-vessels which are to be 
the fastest ships afloat, and to be used for the pur- 
pose of annoying an enemy's commerce at sea. We 
live in times when a great battle may be fought a 
fortnight after the declaration of war, and the fate of 
a nation determiued in a few weeks. These consid- 
erations might prompt the Admiralty to build a 
greater number of small manageable ships. Mr. 
Brassey urges the Admiralty to place ter reliance 
on steam rams and torpedoes. He thinks that it is 
with the ram and the torpedo the battle of the future 
will be fougiit.
